It is surprising that with all the mod- 


ern appliances lur diving, systematic ai- 
dpta are not more frequently made to 
cover ireiiiUre fluin the deep. 
As early as IjitS u great cleiil of ireas 
ure was recover^.'!, including the his 
lorical golden cup which once belong** 
to Frederick, king of Sicily, from ih< 
wreck of one at the ships of the "Invii: 
ciblc Armada." 
In liisio an American named \Viliiam 
Phlpps tame over from Virginia to this 
country, aitd craved the assistance of 
Charles II. toward 
recovering some 


wrecked treasure on the coast of His- 
panloia. Charles provided him with a sliip 
and the necessary funds, but thd tlrst at- 
tempt proved unsuccessful. 
In a second effort he was financed by 


the duke of Albemurle. and this lime he 
succeeded in recovering specie to the 
value of ±200.000. and after paying all ex- 
penses he was able to give the duke the 
sum of iSo.OOU as his share in the ven- 
ture. 


The .specie on board H. M. S. Lutlne, i 
wrecked in 171)0 off the coast of Holland, 
amounted to £1,3UO.OUO, and the whole of 
this still remains at the bottom of the sea, 
with the exception of i'.W.bSil recovered In 
the year 1858. Attempts to recover the 
remainder are still being made. 
Diving operations resulted in the re- 
covery of f&O.OOO in gold from the wreck 
of the ill-fated Royal Charter, which took 
place close to Moelfra. on* the Anclesea 
coast, but a vast number of diamonds are 
still lying about the wreck. 
Forty thousand pounds in specie was 
lecovered from the wreck of the Hamilla 
Mitchell, in the Chinese sea. after tying 
in twenty-three fathoms of water for up- 
ward of twenty years, and £90,CCO in gold 
was saved from the vreck of the Alphon- 
so XII., which was sunk in twenty-six 
and one-half fathoms of water off the 
Canary islands in 1885. 
Some of 'the French ships sunk at Traf- 
algar contained vast treasure. Five tons 
of silver plate, excluding; the famous sil- 
ver gates of St. John's catedral. Malta, 
and a ton and a half of gold plate, mostly 
studded with jewels, the plunder of the 
Maltese churches, weie on board one of 
these ships. 


Not an ounce of this treasure has been 
recovered.

MAXIM OUR VISITOR. 


Hiram Maxim, the Inventor of the 


first rapid-fire gr.n, who is making a 


FntiBiiInc the Bruin of Children. 
It is a recognized maxim that it ;a a 
physical i^f^^^iUty to acquire skill an-1 
dexterity in any art unless the founda- 
tion has been laid in the formation of the 
brain cells an;l the training of the motor 
nerves before the age of sixteen. This 
fact, says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
is a po verful argument iu favor of man- 
ual training in the public schools. But 
that she school child shall get all the 
good and none of the harm ol teaching. 
it Is necessary that tbe teacher shall pos- 
sess riot only the patience, but a very higii 
order of intelligence. The brain' of chil- 
dren is often most seriously injured by 
the Ignorance of the teacher of the phys- 
iological laws on which the effective tu- 
ition of the young is based. The length of 
time that a child six years of age can 
concentrate its mind does not exceed sev- 
en minutes. At tbe age of eight a child's 
attention can easily be held ten minutes 
At the age of twelve the mind should 1101 
be directed to one subject longer than 
seventeen minutes* This explains why it 
is a sin to keep a child .of this age, say 
at the piano, more than fifteen minutes. 
Let the child go to something else for 
a wuite, and then go back to the piano 
for another quarter of an hour, if neces- 
sary; but tne rule is never to allow any 
work to be continued after the brain and 
nerves have become fntitfUed. This ex- 
plains much of the restlessness and inat- 
tention • of children, which, oftener than 
not. 
has A physical basis. A boy's brain 


undergoes a certain shrinkose at the age 
of fourteen or f';fte<?n.^vhen it actually 
weighs less than it did two or three years 
before. This accounts for the laziness, 
carelessness and general cussedness of 
boys of this age. 
Boys should not be 
taken from school at such a time, but 
parents should have patience, and allow 
the temporary condition of brain cells to 
run its course a year or two. when the 
boy will be able to take up his studies 
with renewed industry and interest. It. 
Is also conclusively proved that the bfatii 
of a child is always most active between 
h:30 and 11:3*1 i.» the morning. All lessons, 
therefore, requiring the exercise of their 
reasoning powers—such as arithmetic and 
grammar—should be at this hour.

l)ii«t on Oytter-Shell !:«•<!•. 


The advantages of oyster-shell road. 


were explained in a recent issue of the 
L. A. W. Bulletin. Mr. W. E. Toor- 
hees now writes to the same paper to 
point out their disadvantages, which 
he states as follows: 


"These roads become so excessive- 


ly dusty in dry weather that they are 
practically unfit to travel over. "This 
fault can be overcome by the liberal 
use of the street-sprinkler, but it is 
not always possible to press the sprink- 
ler into service. Just outside the city 
ef Wilmington, Del., there is a cause- 
way over &ome marshy land which ia 
built almost entirely of oyster shells. 
I have driven over this causeway when 
the dust was fully three inches thick, 
and being so light and of such fine 
particles, clouds of it would rise after 
each passing team. At times it would 
be impossible to see a team ten yards 
ahead. It may readily be imagine*! 
that this was not pleasant going, and 
I would have very much preferred the 
common dirt road. While I believe 
that the oyster-shell road is, in the 
main, snperior to the ordinary dirt 
road, yet there are few practical road 
makers who will not concede that it is 
inferior in every way to a road built of 
the commonest grade of stone/' 


Crime in Ba<l-Baad» IM»trict«. 


As an argument in favor of bettei 


roads, it is cited that in those State1* 
and sections of States where little or 
DO effort is made to construct or mam- 
tain public highways, the law is most 
openly defied, and crime and bloody 
feuds are of most frequent occurrence. 
This is attributed by some authorities 
largely to the inaccessibility of the 
people, their ignorance, enforced idle- 
ness and consequent wickedness. In 
many districts the roads are so bad 
that a four-horse team can pull but a 
tou duiing the summer and fall, while 
at other seasons what little transpor- 
tation there is takes place by pack 
mules. Schools could not be attended 
if they existed, the people are out of 
touch with their kind, and have noth- 
ing better to do than to make and 
driuk "moonshine'' whisky and nurse 
their feuds. 
Permanent roads would 


revolutionize these communities, make 
industry possible and profitable, cause 
the establishment of schools, and re- 
press criminal tendencies.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

rurious fact that hay fever is but in- 
frequently encountered among immi- 
grant Germans U»<'Obi) and French, 
even in the regions where native Eng- 
lish and Americans are particularly 
prone to attacks. Since Us earliest dis- 
covery the cause or causes of hay fever 
have been enveloped in doubt. Every 
conceivable reason, from the blessed 
sunlight of heaven to peculiar odors 
or animals or flowers, has been eagerly 
accepted and as quickly rejected. H 
was only when the gloom of mysticism 
and empiricism began to give way to 
the light of earnest thought and scien- 
tific study that some order came out of 
chaos. It was early recognized that 
iae disease occurred in several succes- 
sive generations, so that heredity was 
looked upon as a factor of some im- 
portance. Its annual appearance in 
many sufferers not only on the same 
day. but at a certain fixed hour, has 
been noted by many observers; indeed, 
the victims themselves often predicted 
accurately the. hour of their first 
sneeze. Cases are numerous of the in- 
Suence of the smelling of a rose in the 
production of the disease, and all are 
probably familiar with the case of 
Mackenzie, in which an attack was pre- 
cipitated by his giving his patient an 
artificial rose to smell. Mere Intelligent 
observation of a picture representing 
some farming scene has been a suffi- 
cient cause to bring on an 
attack. 


These and many other instances of a 
similar nature have proven beyond 
the question of a doubt the neurotic 
element of the disease. Among other 
predisposing causes might be mention- 
ed the male sex and the white race, 
attacks being of exceeding 
rarity 


among negroes. Age does not exert 
much influence, all ages being suscep- 
tible; usually, however, the victim has 
been subject to several annual attacks 
before the middle period of life. Tne 
syniijtdma on the part of the respira- 
tory tract led to early explorations of 
the nasal cavity for possible cause. The 
observers were not disappointed; al- 
most invariably the subjects of hay 
fever have had some pathologic condi- 
tion existing in the nose; ulcer, polyp, 
hypertrophy, or congestion of the tur- 
binates, deviation of the septum, re- 
mains of adenoids in the naso-pharnyx, 
chronic nosapharyngitis, have all been 
noted by various writers. It might well 
be stated as an objection that the nose- 
and-throat man who cannot find at 
east one of the above conditions in 
every case that presents itself should 
give up the specialty; so that possibly

ort of recent years was that advanced 
y Bishop at the annual meeting cf the 
merica.ii Medical association in 1893.

Bishop claims that Ills theory does not 
t all interfere with the neurotic the- 
iry, but on the other hand, seems to 
lear up some points previously ob- 
cure, as for instance, the ousel in the 
morning. He thought thai with the 
correction of the possible pathologic 
asal condition present, the attacks 
were switched off, as it were, from in- 
volving the nose, but that the excess 
of uric acid in tbe blood would be cer- 
tain to cause symptoms of uricacid- 
emia elsewhere in the body. Natur- 
ally, then, he directed atention both 
to the cun> of any nssal disease pres- 
ent and to the prevention of an ab- 
normal quantity of uric acid in the 
system. 


The exciting cause of the disease is 


undoubtedly the pollen of plants as 
proved over thirty years by the labor- 
ious work of Blaekley.—Journal of the 
Aiiieru-ari Medical Association.

"Do fishes sleep—and how?" 
This question was addressed to Eu- 


gene G. Blaekford. formerly fish com- 
missioner of New York state. 
His 


acquaintance wiih Hsh began when he 
was very young, anil at the present 
time he is a recognized authority ail 
over the world. 


"Certainly 
they sleep." was 
Mr. 


Blackford's response. "They sleep sus- 
pended in the water, with their eyes 
wide open. I have seen them do it 
often. I have many fish in tanks with 
glass fronts and 
can 
watch them. 


Sometimes I see a fish suspended in the 
water keeping perfectly still for half 
an hour at a time, and then I conclude 
that he is asleep. He does not even 
move a fin at such times, and the mo- 
tion of the gills is barely perceptible. 


"Fishes don't close their eyes, be- 


cause there is no necessity for their 
doing it. They have no eyelids, be- 
cause their eyes are not exposed to 
dust as ours are. They don't close 
their eyes in sleep because the light is 
so modified by the water that It is not 
hard for them to find a twilight spot.

After the grain has sprouted 
the ferment Is added and the sugar 
turns into alcohol and carbonic acid 
gas. H is this gas trying to escape 
that causes the foam to rise to the top 
of the heer. 


In canning fruit special care must be 


taken to keep out the ferments. The 
fruit and cans are boiled, and while 
both are steaming hot the fruit Is put 
in and the cans are sealed air tight. 
In case all the germs are not killed, or 
If the can is not air tight fermentation 
takes place, a large amount of car- 
bonic acid gas accumulates and finally 
the pressure becomes so gr*ot that the 
can bursts. 


Yeast plants, as seen under ihe mi- 


croscope, resemble minute bubbles. 
These plants do not multiply by pro- 
ducing seeds, but by a process called 
budding. When the plant is full grown 
It sends out a small bud on one slds. 
This bud grows and In time sends out 
another biiii. uuu »o on. 


Ferments are of various kinds and 


cause different kinds of fermentation 
with different products. Among the 
kinds of fermentation the following 
may be specially mentioned: 


\. Alcoholic fermentation. 
This is 


caused by a ferment which is contained 
In yeast. The product ot Its action is 
alcohol and carbonic aid gas. 


2. Lactic fermentation. This is due 


to a vegetable ferment which is con- 
tained in sour milk.

coast, but a lighthouse in the midst 
ot a cemetery is a rare thing. Such a 
one, however, has just been erected in 
the cemetery at TJlverston, Lancashire. 
A Miss Wilson had it built in remem- 
brance of her father, who died in Lon- 
don eighteen months ago.
